FINAL AGREEMENT TO BE MADE 


AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 


Washington, Aug. 8—Special—The reply of Spain to 


the president's conditions of peace is not wholly satisfactory 
although apparently unequivocal. It lacks straightforward- 
ness in some particulars—is Spanish, in short, which means 
that the dons will have to be nailed down to the course of 
action clearly set forth in the president's note. 
The greatest 


care will be used in drafting the final articles of peace so that 
there will be no loophole through which escape from the con- 
sequences of the war may be made. The administration has 
been forewarned of the devious ways of Spanish diplomats, 
and will take greater precautions in this matter than would 
be necessary is dealing with any other nation. The bond 
when finally signed will be complete and unequivocal in its 
every detail. 


Paris, Aug. 8—Special—The Spanish ambassador this 


morning presented to the French minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Del Casse, Spain's reply to the peace terms of the United 
States, which was subsequently cabled to Washington. 


Not Yet Received.

was stated that Spain's reply had not been received. A long 
cable was received this morning, but the embassy official was 
not expected to reply.

New York, Aug. 8.—A special to Ui» 


Tribune from Washington says: 


While the United States exportation 


of agricultural products during the 
year hove been wonderful, surpassing 
In value those of any preceding year 
In the history of the country and thus 
attracting universal attention, the ex- 
portation 
of manufactures Is, when 


considered In detail, equally Interest- 
ing. In Its general bearing upon tho 
commerce and prosperity of the nation. 


The exportation ot domestic man- 


ufactures In the fiscal year 1898 Is set 
down by the records of the bureau of 
statistics of tho treasury department 
at $288.871.449, which Is nearly ?12,- 
000,000 greater than In any preceding 
year In the history of the country. 
This Is especially interesting In view 
of tho fact that tho Imports of manu- 
factures during the year were abnorm- 
ally small. 


The exportation of copper and manu- 


factures thereof has increased enorm- 
ously in the last few years, being $32,- 
180,872 In the fiscal year just ended, 
against $3,812,798 In 1888. 


Tho largest class of articles Includ- 


ed In the list of exports of manufac- 
tures aro those of Iron and steel. The 
value of these In 1898 was $70,367,527,
